15, IT, 26, 27, r ^ - 17-19 October 

i960. ^ 



1. Mrs. P«'*]^EDQRIV/4 f Poland vlalted AEGAS90WABX/2 on 15 October. She 
Is the - wife of a former nnderground le^er » a OPA/sb maP j idum AEGASSOWABl/2 
beUeves still is alive. He vi^ gass^ in an attack by Polish troc^s In 19^7 
but vas revived tvo days later. In 1951 or 19^2, he vas sent^oed to death 
in Warsaw but AECA1^HABY/2 believes he was amnestied. 

AECA^OWAEl/2 has known Mrs. KXHUOT for about 25 years. ]E^ore 
maxrylng present husbaM, she was a girl friend of Colonel Yasll^KOVAL 
(true namenCUK), last Commanding Officer of the SPA, recently sixrfaoed by the 
Soviets. She was also In the imdergxound. She was arrested In 19^7 and sen- 
teneed to ten years In prison, but was amnestied In 1956. She visited her 
mother In Berezhany, Western Ukraine, In 19^6 and w^t there again In 195^ 
when her mother died. Mrs. FEDOBIY presently Is visiting her husband* s brother 
In Canada on a visitor's visa from Poland idileh was due to expire on 21 October. 
AECAl^WABX/2 asked her lo have her visa extended as he would like to talk with 
her In greater length and also to discuss with her the open letter stQiposedly 
written by V. KIK tdiich appeared in the September issue Ho. 7I of Za Poveme 
Ha Batklvsbchvnu . !£he aortlole Is an app^l (supposedly made personally by Kli^ 
to Ukrainian emigre nationalists to return to the h om e laaad. Mrs. IBBOBIY has 
with her in Canada two or three photographs of KOYAL wMch AEdASSOWABX/2 will 
obtain for use by oxur technical people in order to determine the authenticity 
of the newspaper photograph. AE!CA£KS0WABX/2 and others vbo knew KOVAL do not 
believe the men appearing In the newspaper photo along with KOVAL* s letter is 
KOVAL* Bohdan, one of KOVAL* s couriers, also stated he did not believe It was 
KOVAL* ABGASSOWABY/2 submitted a photograph of KOVAL taken ca. 1939 which will 
be sent to TSB for con^arlson with the new photograph. 


2. Paul asked ABGASSOWAIOr/2 about the flap caused bS^MOVlSSKy talking to 
UBDP members in Munich regarding his contact activities In Borne, which he said 
were sponsored by "an unnamed firm backed by the United States Government," and 
asked AEGASSOWAEl/2 to clarify idaat he had told HOVUSEKY when briefing him for 
the Borne operations. AEGASSOWAEr/2 stated that HOVrESKf had told him URBP col- 
leagues that he had collaborated with some other Ukrainians In Borne but that he 
didn't mention the name of Prolog or the United States Government. AECASSOWAHf/2 
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believes "ttiat becatise be didn’t provide HSVITSKT iriLtb specifies during his brief- 
ing^ the latter Invented a story on his ovn to build himself in the eyes of 

his friends* HOVIfSfQf vas very impressed vith Borne and vith all the activities 
and he became carried avay* He told AECASSOWABj/2 he vas anxious for his daughter 
to see Borne and that he vould also send her on a visit to the USSR. A^AS30MABX/2 
seemed quite mabarrassed during the entire discussion* He said he vas sorry and 
that he didn't realize NOVX^MQT could be so naive. Paul told AECASSOWABY/2 that 
ve consider conqpletely burned and useless for any future operations* 

3* AECAS^WM/2 vas Instructed to mahe a vrltten report on his ovn recent 
trip to Europe to cover places he visited, vhat he did, lAt/m he sav, etc* Because 
of his verkload and the absence of any secretarial help, he may ceme to Washington 
to vrlte his report in MGASSOWABY/l^'s office vith the help of our secretarial 
staff* 


4* During conversatioxis vith Ivan KDSHEIiIVE!^ in Munich, KOSHELIVETS for the 
first time revealed his true name Ivan MahSTmovych’ICARII^KD to AECAl^WAHl/2 and 
talked freely aUL about his past activities* He told AECASSOWARf/2 he vas not 
anxious to make ^e contact recmxtly suggested in a letter by the Soviet llkralnian, 
Valeriy PavlovA^^HEyCHEHKO* 3HE VCHEHKD told KOSHELIVEBS vhen they met in Vienna 
Ivirlng i4e 'iouW i^siival b3Ts brother Oleh vas married to KOSHEIiIVEIS' dau^- 
ter Olya. K0SHELIVE1S had tvo daughters in the bkSSB but he thought th^ had been 
killed, along with his vlfe, by Bed Partisans in the Poltava area. Be has not bad 
any conrespondence frma any members of his family* KDSHELTVEIES gave AEGAI^WABX/2 
copies of all three letters received from SHEVCHENKX)* Ihe first is handvritten, 
supposedly by SHBVCHENEOO himself,/ and the handvritlng is the same as in the letter 
received from SHEVCHEISKO by IvaniMAlSlBEIilCD* ^e second letter vas typevritten 
and signed "VE^erlan" by hand* Hie handvritlng of the signature on this letter 
does not appear to be the same as that in the first letter* Ihe third letter is a 
carbon copy of a typevritten letter and the signature, "Valerian,” is typevritten 
also* 


SBEVCSESKO told KOSHELIVE!IB that idien his brother learned vho and idiere 
KOSBEIJVBIS vas, he reported to the KdB and told them he unvlttingly had married 
the dau^ter of a traitor, fhe KGB, accoxdlng to 3HEVGHEIDC0, told him that there 
vas nothing for him to vorry about since KOSHEIIVBfS vasn’t a very influential 
personality (velyka had’ ) . 

KGSHELIVKIS and his older brother served vith the Red Army . Ihey vere 
in prison during 1944 and 1945* Hie brother vas repatriated from Austria (date 
uhlmova) to the UkSSR, causing KOSHBlJVEaSS a lot of embarrassmant and heartaches. 
KOSHEIiIVE!ISS never heazd from his brother after his repatratlon and it is his under- 
standing that the brother died in a Siberian concentration camp, 

KOSHEUVEaS told AECASSOWAEl/2 he vould like to break off all contacts 
vith SHEVCHEEKO, especially because his vlfe is against his having anything to do 
vith the Soviets. He did not respond to the last letter and vas not planning to 
arrange any meetings vith SHEVCHENKO. 
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!Qie possibility of losiisg KOSHBLZVSIS to the Merlcaa Committee was 
dlBctissed. MOASSOWAM /2 feels It trould be a definite loss to him If KOSHELIVEXS 
should acc^t enjoyment vlth the Merlcan Committee >ihlch off erred him l600 DM 
per month. He earns approximately ^00 BM for his editorship of Iilteratuxna Hazeta . 
ABCASSOWJXf/Z feels It In^sslble to ke^ KOSHELIVEIIS on full time as one of the 
editors of the new monthly Journal they are ccmiteo^plating publishing In January 
1961 Tinless his salary Is Increased, althou^ KOSBSLIVEfIS promised to remain, ^e 
nev monthly Journal vould xeplace Suehasna IBsralna and Llteratuma Hazeta nov being 
published tvice a month. Ihe combining of these two newspapers Is only In the talk- 
ing stages at present. !£he purpose behind this Is to try to Instigate a drive In 
the Ukrainian emigration to decrease the nirntber of newspapers and concentrate on the 
quality of their content. If this merger Is suceessfol. If may mean getting rid of 
at least one or two people now on the payroll in Munich and otherwise cutting ex- 
penses* 

There Is a grot^ of I8 Byzantine Bite Catholic priests in Bcmie, members of 
the Silesian Order, \du> are Ukraixilans from Poland trained and pledged to work In 
the Ukraine If and -vbsn they are permitted to practice there. For the past two years, 
these Silesian fathers have been operating a hli^school In which there are enrolled 
96 young Ukrainian students from various areas In Bestem Burope. are using 

textbooks published In the Ukrainian SSR* It Is e:q^ted that some of these students 
will become candidates for the pzdesthood. The Ukrainian Silesian Bathers are ded- 
icated to work among deliquent children and in the Soviet Uhlon. All 18 of the 
]^ests have retained tihelr Polish eltlz^shlp and possess Polish passports tdilch 
they have kept renewed. They are In coQ^bact with IdJLeslan Bathers In Poland. Three 
of the 18 pirlests now In Bcme have travelled to Poland duirlng the past year and one 
of them went to Kiev* !0ie operational potential among these Ivesian priests Is 
being considered. 

6* On the second day of AECASSOWARl/^'s stay In IktrselUes, he was given a 
message by the hotel manager that someone by a name which sounded like Shubsky or 
ShmuovSky bad telephoned and left a message that be would be waiting for him at a 
I i^eclfled time and place. Thinking this WasTShumovsky from Paris, fiECASSOVMl/ 2 $ 

I appeared at the appointed meeting place* He was approached by a man vbo Identified 
I himself as a Branch Internal Service officer* He congratulated AECASSQWAHl/29 for 
the fine Job done at the trade fair In Marseilles last year and offered to do every- 
I thing possible In ease ABOASSOHAHl/29 needed bis assistance* He said he had read 
I the leaflets being distributed at the fair by the Ukrainian emigres and thought they 
were very good* He cautioned AECAI^HAIQr/29 that the Soviets knew him not only by 
his aliases but also knew his true name* 

7* In a discussion regarding BBDSKIN candidates. It was decided that Constantine 
ZELBBKO Is tmdoubtedly blown and that nothing could be gained by sanding him In to 
the Ukraine* 
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6 * jAE 0AS8OKAHI/2 was asked to explain Just hoy he introduced ABGASSOHABY/29 
to ZP/UHVl and OlSIz collaborators* He said he toldncOBDIUK of OUNz that 
AECASSOWABY/29 would be his contact to ^EGASSOUABX/S for operations in Germany; 
and that he explained to ABCASSOmHir/3 and i^EGASSDHABY/6 AECASSOmHf/29* s func- 
tions in Europe* 

^ 9* AECAS9GVABX/2 Is of the opinion that the Italians (r^resaated by Count 
fat^tAEESANDiO and a Bruno (Italian citizen of German origin) have been 

supporting the OUH/b s^ce early 195^* He learned that they aare still metintalnlng 
W/X contact with N^nn^nrM&TTIEIK© in the BkSSR* 

ABCASSGKAEr/2 also sedd OUN/M was being s\;pported la Borne by the British* 
Colonel fnu Gibson of the British Eubasi^ in Borne, idio recently cemmitted suicide, 
was Involved with the Bandera people and IiMkSa5WEC£/2 feels his suicide may have 
had some connection with the death of Bandera* According to AECASSOWABX/2 Oberon 
Bierbert (phonetic spelling) , British expert on Ctarainian affairs, is coming to 
Canada to give a series of lectures* He Is being sponsored by^K^ (Congress of 
Tiirrftinifm Canadians) In Canada* Herbert had meetijags with Andreymelnyk In Borne 
during the Olynpics* He also maintains contact with Boris Levltshy* 

10* All the foregoing t<pics were discussed with AECAS90BABI/2 In the presence 
of AECASSDKARl/l^* AEGASSOBABl/26 was summoned to Join the meeting and bring the 
I most rec«it bxeakdown for the estimated mlndiaum i960 es^enses* Allowing for an 

! increase of ten-twenty percent in salaries of present enployees in the Bsv York and 
nmleh offices, the total needed for i960 is estimated at ^83,000, as compared with 
the approved budget for fiscal i960 of |l48,000. Each item in the budget was ques- 
tioned and discussed* AECASSOBABY/2 was challenged to prove the necessity for cer-

Ihey are anxious to presexve their neutral position* AECASSOUABY spotters In Canada 
must be aware of the fact that they are ooopezatlng only with an Utqralxdan emigre 
organization* m effect, they can continue as they have In Canada in the past* Any 
recruitment and briefing of Canadian citizens for BEDSKIN purposes will have to be 
done In the Uhlted Gbates* 


12. 0!b.e (Question of tislng Ulcralnlaas in Bolaad for contact operations 

again vas brought \ip by ABCAS30WAEX/2* He was told ve are interested only 
insofar as Poland can be used as a bridge, that is, to recruit Polish IScrain- 
ian citizens vho have physical access both to the West and the Soviet Ukraine* 
We vant no operation involving reiaoved, uncontrolled links. 

13 * AEGASSOWABX/l^ recoomeaded the use of AEOASSUWARl/4 to vork along 
with htn in REISKIN spotting operations* ABGASSOWABl/2 said he would agree 
with this but felt he should first discuss it with AECASSDWMf/^* 

111-. AECASSOWaRT/17 and AECASSOHAE3r/27 arrived to participate in the dis- 
cussion on the role AECASSDWABIES can pl^ in spotting individuals for opera- 
tional nae in Africa* Our objectives wexe es^lained and instructions were 
given as to the succession of steps which must be tak^ in the accoB^lishment 
thereof* She AECASSOWAHIES premised to have a list of candidates within a 
week or ten days* 

15 * ABCASSOWARIES would like us to help them establish contact with 
people in Eastern and African areas* Paul said he mi^t be able to introduce 
them to somebody in o\ir organization who could give them some orientation 
regaxding the piresent situation* 
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
